So that when we take the different expressions 
of Paul upon this subject, it will_be seen that 
it isnot a commandment, that you shall not eat 
meat that offends your brother.

It is advisory as other passages of Paul’s 
writings are, but not mandatory. And it cer- 
tainly teaches us thatinali matters we should 
be charitable towards one another, and try to so 
live that we may not give cffenee to one another; 
aud especially that the strong shall nct offend 
the weak. 

But let us. apply this test-a little further. 

There is a cburch of considerably respectability 
in the city of Atianta and in the state of Geor- 
gia, known as the Baptist church. These Bap 
tist believe that there is but one proper or legal! 
wwode of baptiem, aud thatis immersion. Now 
doubtless the doctor recoguizes some of them 
as Christians, for he has quoted certain Bap~ 
tist authority, while laying the lash on Block.

Heis 
offended in the sense in which Paul uses the 
term, when he eees the ordinance administered 
in @ manner that he thinks is improper and 
wrong. Wh; should the doctor offend the weak 
brother as the Baptist may be, by sprinkiing his 
converts? Isit not his imperative duty in that 
Case, under the very scripture that he uses 
against Biock, to baptize all his converts in the 
future Of immersion”? In that way he adminis- 
ters the ordinance as he admits in a legal form 
which does not violate his conssience, and he 
gives uo offense to those, weak though they may 
be, who be.ieve that is the only legal form.

IRISH POTATOES. 
Peopie who believe in planting in. 
the moon, are reminded that from the 
18:h to the 28th of this month, is the 
time for them to plant their early 
Irish potatoes. In planting potatoes, 
we presume that your ground heb been 
thoroughly broken up, the next con- 
sideration is what manure to use and 
how. Fresh stable manure, mixed 
with puirtially decomposed straw, or 
leaves, is very good. Some prefer fresh 
manure for early potatoes. It forces 
the roots, gives them strength as well 
as power to resist cold. Some have 
beeu successful in the use of wood 
ashes. A good quality of guano does 
well. The best potatoes ever made by 
the editor was by thoroughly spading 
rich, good ground, opening the treuch 
es, spading weil rotted manure in the 
trenches, putting in the potatoes, cut- 
ting them into two or three pieces, fill 
pretty much the trench with well rot- 
ted wheat straw, and soilon top of 
this. After the — sprouted 
through the ground, the weeds were 
chopped out, a wet season selected, and 
the ground well covered with leaves. 
The potatoes were not interfered with 
until fal. Upon the removal of the 
leaves the ground was moist, the cro 
abundant, and the potato mealy an 
fine. Itshould have been stated that 
during the season, the vines were top- 
| ped. The ecrapings ot bog pens, and 
hog hair, is also good for Insh pota- 
toes. The ground perhaps was cov- 
ered some fourteen inches with leaves. 
Ground for potatoes should be light or 
Oamy. Let it be made so. The Irish 
potato isa valuable, profitable crop.

But the doctor falls back upon still another

and he assumes that there is no room for contro- 
versy about it, that dancingin the parlor tends 
to worldliness. The difficulty may be that the 
doctor proves too much in this case. Fine dress 
tends to worldiiness, because those who are 
able inthe world ueually dress well Fine 
equippage also tends to worldiiness. Then to 
dress well or use fine equippag? by a member of 
the Presbyterian church is certainly an offense, 
because it tends to worldiiness. To live well 
and have the comforts of life in abundance may 
be said to tend to woldliness. Therefore the 
doctor should enjoin upon his members to be 
carefal how they live; that if they indulge in 
anything like luxuries, it tends to worldliness 
andissinful. And to be consistent, he would 
have to cause them toshare the f&te to which 
he has doomed Mr. Biock. If half a dozen fam- 
ilies of Presbyterians should meet at the house 
fof a brother. and spend the evening in social 
conversation, Where matters of a worldly nature 
are discussed, it may be said to tend to worldli- 
ness certainly as much 60 as the social dance, 
Therefore to be consistent, the doctor should 
exciude from his church all who engage in 
social intercourse. 

The occupation of the merchant who spends 
his days, and sometimes part of his nights, in 
close and assiduous attention to his business, 
tends to worldiness; because it increases his 
interests in the world and his desires for the 
things of the world. So the farmer or planter 
who gives close attention to his business, finds 
his desire for the things of the world increase 
and his occupation tends to worldliness. To be 
consistent, then, the doctor should exclude 


both merchants and planters from his church. 

The same may be said of various other pursuits 

in life which are innocent in themselves, but 

which tend to worldliness, and must therefore 

be. not prohibited, but kept within proper 

bounds, Ons WHo REGRETS THE RUPTURE.
